I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1950. 

The  report  is  prepared  and  will  be  circulated  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  17(5)  of  the 
Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations  1935. 

Apart  from  the  increased  incidence  of  poliomyelitis 
in  the  area,  referred  to  in  a  special  report  presented  to 
you  at  the  beginning  of  this  year,  there  has  been  no  undue 
incidence  of  serious  infectious  disease  and  the  health  of 
the  district  during  the  year  remained  good. 

As  I  write  this  report  I  have  before  me  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  your  district 
for  the  year  1900.  I  note  that  in  that  year  out  of  every 
thousand  babies  born  68  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one 
year.  In  1950  only  15  such  babies  died.  This  decrease  in 
the  infant  mortality  rate  is  a  fair  indication  of  the 
improved  conditions  under  which  babies  are  born  and  live 
at  the  present  time  compared  with  50  years  ago. 

I  am  indebted  to  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Breeds, 
for  his  co-operation  and  help  during  the  year,  and  for  his 
assistance  in  preparing  this  report,  particularly  in  respect 
to  the  sanitary  statistics  for  which  he  is  responsible.  I  am 
also  indebted  to  your  Waterworks  Manager,  Mr.  Burtt,  for  his 
co-operation  and  his  assistance  in  compiling  the  sections  of 
this  report  dealing  with  the  water  supplies  of  the  district, 
and  to  my  clerk,  Hiss  L.  Davidge,  for  her  efficient  services. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  you ,  Gentlemen,  for  your 
joui'tcsy  and  consideration  throughout  the  year.

A  proposal  was  made  during  the  year  to  take  a  limited  temporary  supply 
of  water  from  the  new  borehole  sunk  at  Stubhampton.  When  it  became  clear 
that  there  wore  no  proposals  to  deal  with  the  inadequate  sanitation  of 
the  cottages  around  the  borehole,  preparatory  to  taking  this  supply,  it 
was  necessary  for  mo  to  remind  the  Council  of  the  risk  of  dangerous 
pollution  of  the  water  from  this  source,  and  at  tho  end  of  the  year  the 
policy  of  the  Council  with  regard  to  taking  a  temporary  supply  from  this 
source  had  not  been  finally  determined. 


3.  DRAINAGE  AFP  SEWERAGE. 

No  new  sewerage  works  wore  undertaken  during  the  year  with  the 
exception  of  the  provision  of  small  installations  of  septic  tanks  and 
filters  to  new  Council  housing  estates. 


Post-war  Sewerage  Schemes.  No  material  progress  was  made  during  the 
year  toward  "the  imp le men fa tTon  of  the  Council’s  programme  of  parish 
sewerage  schemes,  but  the  preparatory  work  has  been  undertaken  in  the 
anticipation  that  Ministry  of  Health  local  enquiries  will  be  held  during

Comments. 

Very  real  progress  was  made  with  regard  to  the  Council's  new  housing 
programme  during  the  year.  86  houses  have  been  provided  as  compared 
with  32  during  the  preceding  year. 

During  the  year  6  recommendations  for  the  granting  of  priority  on 
medical  grounds  in  connection  with  their  application  for  a  Council 
house ,  were  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  respect  of  the 
conditions  under  which  15  applicants  were  living,  following  inspections 
carried  out  by  him. 

Rent  charges. 


There  appears  to  be  an  increasing  tendency  of  applicants  for  Council 
houses  having  to  refuse  a  house  when  offered  to  them  on  account  of  the 
higher  rents  which  are  now  being  charged,  and  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  occupants  living;  in  the  newer  Council  houses  who  seek  transfer  to 
older  and  lower  rented  houses. 

If  this  tendency  continues,  the  whole  principal  of  housing  by  local 
authorities  will  be  negatived,  for  those  with  large  families  living  in 
sub-standard  houses  will  be  the  first  to  have  to  refuse  a  Council  house 
when  offered  to  them,  and  it  is  for  such  families  that  local  authorities 
were  first  empowered  to  provide  houses. 


It  is  not  difficult  to  appreciate  that  a  large  family  who  arc  possibly 
somewhat  unthrifty  and  who  are  living  under  very  unsatisfactory 
conditions  cannot  accept  the  offer  of  a  highly  rented  Council  house. 

Loss  obvious  is  the  problem  of  the  thrifty  black-coated  (or  semi  black- 
coated)  worker  in  the  lower  income  group  who  is  anxious  to  maintain  as 
decent  a  standard  as  possible  for  his  wife  and  family,  but  who  finds  a 
high  rent  takes  an  undue  proportion  from  his  pay  packet.  If  such  an 
applicant  accepts  a  highly  rented  house,  some  de-privations  must  be 
endured.  It  is  the  wife  and  mother  who  first  goes  hungry. 


Bearing  in  mind  that  the  new  houses  now  provided  are  to  last  for  at 
least  60  years,  I  do  not  feci  that  the  standard  of  new  houses,  as  laid 
down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  can  reasonably  be  reduced  to  an 
appreciable  extent. 


It  is  argued  by  some  that  the  persons  in  the  higher  income  groups 
should  not  bo  allowed  to  occupy  subsidized  houses,  at  the  same  time,  we 
see  that  there  are  those  in  the  lowest  income  groups  who  are  often 
unable  to  afford  to  live  in  these  houses. 


It  would  appear  that  consideration  of  a  differential  rate  scheme 
might  prove  necessary  to  overcome  this  anomoly.
